Strawberry  Plants

son,  this  is  one  reason  why  Premier  always  brings  fancy  prices.  Premier  is  almost 
frost  proof  and  in  sections  where  late  frosts  made  it  unprofitable  to  raise  early  ber¬ 
ries  Premier  is  now  grown  with  great  uccess,  returning  larger  profits  than  the  late 
varieties  formerly  grown.  The  fruit  of  Premier  is  very  large  and  stay  so  till  the 
end  of  the  season,  firm  enough  to  stand  shipment  to  distant  markets  in  fine  condi¬ 
tion, and  the  flavor  and  quality  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  foliage  is  very  heavy, 
this  is  necessary  for  a  variety  to  be  an  extra  heavy  producer.  From  our  experience 
Premier  is  the  best  early  berry  for  home  garden,  local  market,  or  for  the  large 
grower  who  ships  to  distant  markets,  and  we  believe  they  will  return  larger  profits 
than  any  early  variety  yet  introduced. 

HOWARD  NO.  17 — This  berry  is  exactly  the  same  as  Premier.  We  have  kept 
our  original  stock  separate  for  those  who  wish  to  try  it  for  themselves,  but  we  know 
it  is  the  same  in  every  respect.  No  higher  place  can  be  given  it. 

BEAUTY — The  best  midseason  to  late  variety.  The  plants  and  foliage  are 
large  and  strong  with  long  fibrous  roots  reaching  way  down  into  the  soil  and  are 
exceedlingly  vigorous,  making  fine  fruiting  beds  on  any  soil.  The  berries  are  real 
beauties,  every  one  being  almost  perfect  in  shape  and  with  more  gloss  and  shine 
than  any  other  variety  we  know  of.  Berries  are  very  large  and  produced  in  great 
abundance.  They  are  very  fine  in  quality  and  firm  enough  to  ship.  Sells  for  top 
prices.  It  is  also  a  fine  table  berry  and  I  can  recommend  it  for  home  use  or  for 
distant  market.  The  blossoms  are  very  resistant  to  injury  by  late  frosts.  Makes 
good  under  nearly  all  conditions. 

WASHINGTON — A  seedling  that  originated  in  the  State  of  Washington  and 
after  ten  years  testing  was  introduced  last  year  by  R.  M.  Kellogg  Co.,  of  Michigan. 
Ripens  very  late,  a  very  heavy  vielder  of  enormous  sized  berries  of  the  sweetest 
flavor.  The  color  is  a  deep  dark  glossy  red,  very  firm  and  one  of  the  best  keepers 
after  being  picked.  While  I  have  not  fruited  it  the  plants  certainly  have  wonder¬ 
ful  vitality  and  made  an  excellent  growth.  They  are  very  large  and  tall  with  heavy, 
healthy  foliage.  If  one  can  judge  the  fruit  by  the  plants  it  is  a  winner  and  I  think 
everyone  should  give  it  a  trial. 

RIDGELY — This  is  a  seedling  of  unknown  parentage  that  originated  in  Mary¬ 
land  but  it  looks  so  much  like  the  Gandy  in  every  respect  that  it  is  undoubtedly 
a  Gandy  seedling.  The  plants  are  splendid  growers,  large  and  healthy,  with  tall, 
bluff,  coarse  foliage  and  heavy  rooted.  It  is  one  of  the  most  productive  varieties 
and  the  fruit  is  large,  with  a  large  green  calyx,  very  firm,  the  color  is  a  rich  glossy 
red  and  last  but  not  least,  it  is  unexcelled  in  flavor.  In  fact,  I  think  it  has  the 
best  flavor  of  any  strawberry  I  have  ever  eaten.  I  have  never  seen  any  variety 
where  the  fruit  is  of  more  even  size  and  shape,  and  I  have  never  seen  any  variety 
look  prettier  when  packed  for  shipment.  In  ripening  it  is  only  four  or  five  days 
later  than  Premier.  While  the  fruit  looks  much  like  the  Gandy  it  is  a  prettier  berry 
and  also  firmer.  W  herever  sold  the  fruit  always  brings  the  highest  market  prices 
and  it  is  a  money-maker  for  the  grower.  I  want  all  of  my  customers  to  give  it 
a  trial  and  I  am  sure  that  after  you  have  seen  the  plants,  and  the  loads  of  large 
beautiful  berries  they  produce  that  you  too  will  be  convinced  that  it  is  one  of  the 
worth-while  varieties.
